Minutes of a meeting of the council 
of the Municipal District of Clifton 
held in the U.F.A. Hall, Travers, on 
Monday, Sept. 13th., there being pres- 
ent J. Rodgers, reeve, and councillors 
Hornberger, Barnett, Hardy and Hob- 
berstad. 

As notifications had been sent out 
announcing a court of revision to be 
held at this meeting the reeve called 
the council to order as a court of revis- 
ion at 2:30 p.m. 

The first appeal to be heard was that 
of N. H. Foster on the N. W.4 17-15-19, 
after hearing his arguments a motion 
by E. R. Barnett was carried ordering 
the assessment to stand as made, viz: 
$20 per acre. 

Mundy, Scott & Bowman appealed 
against assessments on lands in 14 and 
15, range 21, Mr. Bowma appealing for 
a reduction of 20%, or $2 an acre. A 


motion by I. Hobberstad was carried | 


disallowing the appeal. 

E. Williamson’s appeal against the 
assessment on the.S. 4 of 8-15-21 was 
sustained. On a motion by G. Hardy 
the assessment was reduced to $15 per 
acre. 

The appeal of Mrs. Berg on the S.W. 
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effect being made by G. Hardy. 

The appeal of W. B. Wiest against 
the assessment on the S.W. } 30-14-19 
was also disallowed, on motion by E. 
R, Barnett. 

The appeal of R.L. Elves against the 
assessment on the S. E. } 32-15-20 was 
disallowed, on motion by I. Hobberstad. 

The appeal of G. Tomberg against 
the assessment on the E. 3 9-16-20 was 
disallowed,on motion by G. Hornberger. 

The appeal of W. A. Teskey against 
the assessment on lots occupied by him 
in the Hamlet of Travers was disallow- 
ed, on motion by E. R. Barnett.

The reeve then called the regular 
meeting of the council to order at 4 
p.m. Minutes of previous meeting 
were read and approved. 

T. A. Creighton, being given permis- 
sion to speak, brought up the question 
of the liability of himself and other 
ratepayers to the Municipal District 
for seed and relief advances, This mat- 
ter was then very fully discussed by 
the council and resulted in the follow- 
ing motion, sponsored by E.R. Barnett: 
--That we allow ratepayers who have 
liabilities to this Municipal District for 
seed grain and relief advances, and who 
are unable to fully meet the said obli- 
gations, to retain from the proceeds of 
their crops, after retajning seed for 
1921 seeding, as follows:— 

For 1 or 2 persons in family..... $500 

For 3 or more persons in family .$625

the understanding that they do not re- 
ceive any further seed or relief ad- 
vances from this municipal district be- 
fore the next crop is off the ground;

Hardy made a report on the same sub- 
ject following a petition received by 
the council some time ago, and reported 
that the road as suggested was an im- 
provement over the old road, provided 
we can get the consent of the owners 
of the land through which the new road 
would pass, This question was thought 
by the members to be too big a matter 
for the council to handle and the Sec 
retary was instructed to take the mat- 
ter up with the Department of Public 
Works and endeavor to have them deal 
with it.
